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REMARKS 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-9 are canceled. Claims 10-19 are pending. Claims 10-11, 13, 15-17 and 19 
have been amended only to correct the thirteen informalities raised in the office action. 

Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 10-12 and 14-18 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. RE 37,072, the 
parent to this application. 

Claims 10-12 and 14-18 were further rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,612,912, a 
Continuation-in-part to U.S. Patent No. 5,532,955. 

Claims 10-12 and 14-18 were also rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,532,955, a 
related, commonly owned patent. 

Although Applicant does not agree with the double patenting rejections, because there is 
no loss in term, a terminal disclaimer is being filed herewith in order to overcome these 
rejections. 

35 USC §251 Rejection 

Claims 10-19 were rejected as being based upon a defective reissue oath/declaration 
under 35 U.S.C. 251. The rejection is noted, and a revised, unsigned declaration is attached for 
Examiner's review. Applicant will submit a fully executed declaration when application is 
otherwise allowable.
